The Lancers charged 
through them, reformed, and charged back 
to recover their wounded, who were being 
savagely slaughtered. 

The official list gives the number of Brit- 
ish officers killed in the cupture of Omdur- 
man as two, while thirteen were wounded. 

Of the men, twenty-three were killed and 
ninety-nine were wounded. The.loss sus- 

’ tained by the Egyptians was: Officers, one 
kijled, eight wounded; men, twenty killed, 
221 wounded.

CITY DEATH RATE DECREASES. 


Acting Health Commissioner Reilly 
Issues a Report—Cool Wind and 
Showers Expected'Today, 


In eS erage report issued yesterday Dr. 
F. W. Reilly, Acting Health Commissioner, 
calls attention to the fact that the five days’ 
hot spell that ended on Saturday did not 
cause’ as large an increase in the number of 
deaths for the week as that caused by the 
three hot days from Aug. 21 to 23 inclusive, 
when the number of déaths for the week was 
12% per cent greater than for the week be- 
fore. For last week the deaths were 
by thirty than the week before. | 
‘Dr. Reilly ascribes this result to the lesser 
degree of humidity last week, and contrasts 
the summer climate of Chicago with that of 
New York, Philadelphia, and other large 
cities. In New York eighty-seven: deaths 
from heat were reported on Saturday alone, 
or more than four times the total number of 
deaths from all causes in Chicago on the 
same day.

London, Sept. 5.—Sir William MacCormac, 
President of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons of England, surgeon to the Prince of 
Wales, and one of the most distinguished 
members of his profession in Europe, who 
acted as surgeon to the Anglo-American 
Ambulance association in the, Franco-Ger- 
man war, was asked today his opinion con- 
cerning the causes of high mortality from 
illness among the United States troops. He 
said | 

“I have only vague information on the 
subject, on which no medical man could 
give an. opinion of the slightest value ex- 
cept upon precise and exhaustive data. That 
the mortality is high is unfortunately 
‘patent, -especially when compared to the 
mortality from illness among our expedi- 
tions to tropical countries, but our experi- 
ence in that respect compares favorably 
with all other countries. 

‘‘Wrance suffered terrible mortality from 
iliness in Madagascar. Italy, too, had 
serious losses from the same cause in 
Abyssinia. Now we have sent expeditions 
to the west coast of Africa and our losses 
from illness have been jrifling.”’ 

‘‘Is the west coast of Africa more un- 
healthy than Cuba?” 

“Of course it is much more unhealthy. 
There is no reason that I can see why, with 
proper precautions, the mortality from il]- 
ness among the United States troops in 
Cuba should have exceeded our mortality 
from such cause on the west coast of 
Africa. Then, again, you will have noticed 
the force operating under the Sirgar in 
Soudan has enjoyed remarkable immunity 
from illness.”

It has probably never been given to an 
fudience to sit through anything more 
thoroughly insufferable than the first two 
acts of “ The Conquerors.” Report concern- 
ing this drama has not maligned it. It is 
not only an outrage on decency, but it is 
also an outrage on the intelligence of any 
audience which might be gathered to see it. 
The “immorality " of which there was so 
much talk in New York is as nothing as 
eonipared to the mawkishness of its senti- 
ment, the utter ludicrousness of its study of 
character, and. the supreme and incffable 
vulgarity of almost every line and incident. 
The first act displays the conquering Prus- 
sians in the chateau of Grandpré, where 
on long-winded conversation of some young 
Alans and a Major, who has the appearance 
of an wmnemic goat, disclose the fact that 
@ certain Eric, who by their own showing 
possesses all the characteristics of a cad 
and a bully, ts t)« darling of the regiment 
and is nicknamed “ the babe.”’ The Major 
aiso explains that the Baron of Grandpré 
4s in hiding nearby. Upon this enters the 
youngest daughter of the house, charmingly 
portfayed by Miss Conquest. She illustrates 
the rigors and the brutality of war in as 
Silly a way as the dramatist could well have 
ehosen. She demands back a pet squirrel 
and then the officers in time give her a 
thance to talk it over with the comic lover, 
who is a Prussian. | 
These two treat the atdiencé to a diet of 
mush and milk as a preparation for the 
strong meats to follow. They cali the squir-

After this nursery 
interlude Eric appears engaged in grossly 
insulting the priest of the chateau. This 
naturally endears him to the Major and 
gives the heroine an. opportunity to enter 
and nobly defend the good father. Eric 
has previously scrawled mustaches on the 
family portraits and generally displayed the 
delicacy of spirit which must be shown to 
explain the later acts. 

At this point Mr. Potter thinks it advisa- 
‘le to lower the tone still. another peg by 
having a supper party on the stage with 
dancing girls from Paris. The chief inci- 
dents of this are squepling and delightful 
tricks by ‘“‘the babe’”’ of pinching a girl’s 
arm and later biting her back. This touch 
of the *“‘tenderloin’’ brings Mr. Potter al- 
most to his climax. ‘‘ The babe”’ drinks an

Committee Goes to Washington 
Formally to Request Pres- 
ident to Come. 


NO POLITICS IN THE FETE, 


William Jennings Bryan will be invited 
#o attend the peace jubilee in the capacity 
of @ “ distinguished guest.’’ Now the local 
Democrats will take off their coats and do 
all they can to make the jubilee a success. 
The protes: of ex-Governor Altgeld and 
the Democratic committee asking that the 
jubilee be postponed is likely to fall by 
the wayside, 

Mayor Harrison and his political lieuten- 
ants had a conference yesterday over the 
troubles Mr. Altgeld and the State commit- 
tee had got them into at which’ several 
things were settled. In the beginning the 
Mayor announced it would be political sui- 
cide for the local Democratic ticket to fol- 
low the lead of the State committee and 
Oppose as a party the holding of the jubilee. 
Whatever else happened the Democrats of 
Chicago must show themselves just as en- 
thusiastic supporters of the movement as 
members of any other political party, and, 
in the light of recent events, even more so. 
It would never do to fight the celebration 
on political grounds. 

In this he was supported by Secretary 
Burke of the County committee, City Clerk 
Loefier, Thomas Gahan, and others. All 
took the ground that the jubilee was recog- 
mized in Chicago as a non-partisan move- 
ment, and to attempt to make it appear 
otherwise would simply react on the party 
trying it. 

How to get around the direct instructions 
of the State committee that the protest 
adopted by it must be presented and pressed 
before the managers of the jubilee was then 
the question to be decided. It was sug- 
gested that the protest was based on two 
assumptions. One was that the date for the 
jubilee was set just before the fall election 
in order to influence that election, and the 
other that W. J. Bryan had not been in- 
vited because it was to be a strictly Repub- 
Hican gathering. The first of these points 
had already been met by the statement that 
the date fixed upon is the only one on which 
President McKinley can be present. 


-Mr. Bryan to Be Invited. 

The’ Committee on Invitations of the jubi- 
Tee met in the afternoon and the dilemma of 
the local Democrats was presented toit. It 
was suggested if the committee would only 
Bend an invitation te Mr. Bryan to be pres-. 
ent that would be the last heard of Demo- 
cratic opposition to ‘the jubilee. The com- 
mittee promptly voted unanimously to in- 
clude Mr. Bryan in its list of “ distinguished 
guests,” and that settled the matter with 
everybody happy. 

Mayor Harrison last evening refused to 
talk about the matter more than to say: “I 
think when we go to call on the committce 
in charge of the jubilee tomorrow we will 
‘find no difficulties are in the way of a com- 
plete understanding. Personally I am in 

avor of: the jubilee and always have been.” 

Loeffler said: ‘‘ The Democrats 
of Chicago will take just as much interest 
im the jubilee as any other set of people and 
jo just as much to make it a success.”’ 

Robert E. Burke said: “‘ You will tind the 
Democrats will march further, cheer louder, 
make more noise, and show more enthusiasm 
for the jubilee than any other peopie in or 
put of Chicago. We will do everything we 
can to make it a success, and it is a mis- 
take to say we ever were opposed to it.”’ 

’ Mr. Burke repudiated in toto the scheme 
attributed to him in a morning paper of hold- 
ing an independent Democratic jubilee. He 
said he had never suggested anything of the 
kind.

n the 300 stockholders of the National 
Metallurgical company, otherwise known as 

e ‘Brice gold factory ’’ concern, meet 
Yat Handel Hall on the evening of Sept. 13 
something ts liable to drop upon their hopes 
and leave them as flat as water in a plate. 

Edward C. Brice, the “* gold maker,’’ tech- 
nically an alchemist, has been gone from 
the scene of his mysterious labors these 
three months and nothing remains of him 
but memories and guesswork, and, most 
distressing of all, unrealized dividends upon 
75,000 real dollars invested in hfs great dream 
of extracting pure gold from baser metals. 

Mr. Brice’s factory at Lowe avenue and 
Thirty-ninth street is not now an interest- 
ing place. In fact, it is about as cheerless a 
place as an abandoned brick kiln. There are 
some among the stockholders who allowed 
themselves to lie awake nights and in their 
wakeful dreams count the gold bricks as 
they dropped from the crucibles. 


| Brice in the Fast. 


i 

The last heard of Mr. Brice he was at 
May’s Landing, on the Jersey coast, trying 
to do something with a venture of an- 
other sort, a patent brick-making device. 
The latter. however, relates to bricks used 
as building material. His partner in this 
enterprise is Mrs. Jennfe Colwell, 3040 Calu- 
met avenue, who says she is considerable 
of a loser in Brice’s gold factory. 

Mrs. Colwell said last night that she had 
heard lttle or nothing of the metallurgist 
for three months, but she believed him to 
be now spending his time between Wash- 
ington and.May’s Landing. He had made 
his home at her house, but their relations 
were and now are of a purely business 
character. 

She would not say that the gold enterprise 
had proved a figt fiasco, but intimated plain- 
ly that the end of the gold making industry 
as far as Brice is concerned would officially 
reach its obituary on the occasion of the 
next méeting of the stockholders. 

When asked if Mr. Brice would again take 
up his residence at her house Mrs. Colwell 
dryly said she thought not.

TRUSTEES WILL FIGHT. 


‘DRAINAGE BOARD DECLARES WAR 


ON THE CANAL , COMMISSION. 


Will Not Give Up Water Power Nor 
Yield to Demands—Governor Tan- 


ner’s Attention May Be Called to the 


Land Deal—Judge Hilscher Outlines 
His Decision — President Bolden- 
- Week and Engineer Randolph Dis- 
| “cane Contract and the Injunction.

/ Qpnfronted by a court proceeding involv- 
ing indefinite delay to the work on the drain- 
age canal and a sacrifice of $3,000 a day to 
the taxpayers, the Sanitary District trustecs 


yesterday decided to fight the Illinois and 


Michigan Canal Commissioners to the bitter 


end. President Boldenweck, Attorney F. W. 


C. Hayes, and Engineer Randolph, at a con- 
ference in the morning, determined not to 
yield to the Canal Commissioners nor to give 
up the water power they demand. The sani- 
tary trustees say the Canal Commissioners 
are placed in the attitude of making a con- 
tract with the Drainage board and then ‘de- 
liberately breaking it after the Sanitary Dis- 


trict had complied with it in full. »« 


Attorney Hayes received yesterday a letter 
from Judge Hiischer of Joliet in reference 
to the court’s refusal to dissolve the injunc- 
tion regtraining the Sanitary District from 
completing certain sections of the canal at 
Joliet, where there is an alleged trespass 
upon the property of the Illinois and Michi- 


gan Canal commission. 
Judge Hilscher said in part: 
**I am inclined to the opinion that all the 


contract of March 11, 1898, except the part 


of the last clause relating to the sale and 
conveyance of real estate, is vold for want 


of power in the Canal Commissioners to 
make the’sale and conveyance therein re- 
ferred to. 


“tT am of the opinion that under the con- 
tract of March 11 the presentation of plans 
for the proposed works by the Sanitary Dis- 
trict to the Canal Commissioners and an 
approval thereof by them are conditions 


precedent to the right of the Sanitary Dis-— 


trict to proceed with the work of crossing 
the canal in the manner indicated by the 
contract. 

‘“‘The contract seems to be drawn with 
careful observance of the various provisions 
of the Sanitary District act relative to 
the crossing of the canal, and by all these 
provisions it is manifest that the Legis- 
lature intended that such crossing should be 
made only under the direction ana super- 


vision of the State Canul Commissioners. 


“T do not think that the conduct of the 
parties has operated as a waiver by the 
Canal Commissioners of these rights and 
duties imposed upon them by law. This, it 
seems to me, raises a question of fact, which, 
in view of the vast interests involved, ought 
not to be tried on affidavit.” 

President Boldenwick of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict spoke of the action of the commission- 
ers and the decision of the court as follows: 

“It is a remarkable condition of affairs 
when a question over a small piece of prop- 
erty like this ties up such important work 
on a $30,000,000 improvement. On account 
of the injunction we have already been de- 
layed about ten days on the work on section 
17. While this work is stopped nothing is 
being done on the section in Joliet, which is 
just south of 17. The chances are that this 
work will be tied up for several weeks before 
se can be heard in court. 
We will fight the matter through to the 
Supreme Court if it becomes necessary. 
This delay may cause a postponement in 
opening the canal. 

Me There is something peculiar about this 
whole affair, so far as the Canal Commis- 
sioners are concerned. They want us to sell 
them some land on the east side of the Des- 
plaines River which would afford them great 
opportunities for water power. This land 
we condemned for the purposes of the drain- 
age canal, and we think we have no right 
to sell it. It looks much as though some 
corporation would get benefits from the in- 
creased water power which the commission- 
ers are so anxious about. 


‘* Chicago pays immense amounts of taxes 


which go to the State, and now when the 
city is in need of a better outlets for its 
sewage some appointees of the Governor 


of the State undertake to holdup the work 
on the channe? ‘which is being built to afford 


that outlet. The whole matter will come up 
before our Committee on Engineering to- 
morrow and it is probable that the attention 
of Governor,Tanner will_be called to the 
attitude taken by the commissioners. 

“Any immediate consideration of a plan 
to change the course of the canal does not 
seem feasible, and about all we can do, un- 
less things take a turn, is to await the hear- 
ing in court. The attitude of the commis- 


‘sioners will not, however, delay the con- 


sideration of the plans for the drainage of 


the Calumet district.’’ 
Engineer Isham Randolph said: 


‘““The alternative now is that the Sani- 


tary District will have to grant the Canal 


Commissioners the water power they ask- 


at Joliet or we will have to change the 
plans of the canal entirely, which will mean 
an ‘.dditional expense of millions of dollars. 
Every day meams a sacrifice by the Sanitary 
District of thé interest on $26,977,060, the 
amount of money expended upon the canal 
up to date. Another important factor is the 
fact that valuable time is being lost. The 
months between May and January can alone 
be employed to construct the canal. The 
operating expenses of the engineering de- 


partment amount to $9,000 a month.”

MAYOR SETS 


Committee’s Action and 
Opens Campaign. 


SPRECH AT LABOR PICNIC. 


He Favors Territorial Expansion 
and Opposition to Trusts 
as Issues. 


NO MENTION OF FREE SILVER 


| bang Harrison completely cut the ground 
out from under the feet of ex-Governor John 
P. Altgeld when in a speech delivered at 
the Labor day picnic yesterday he prac- 
tically opened the Democratic campaign. 
He ignored the plans laid down by Mr. Alt-. 
geld’s friends in the State Central commit- 
‘tee meeting last Thursday, when it was ar- 
ranged that the ex-Governor should fire 
the opening gun,;and, taking matters into 
his own hands, declared that anti-trust 
agitation, reer. | of the management of 
the war, and the advocacy of territorial ex- 
pansion should be the chief constituents in 
the Democratic campaign—in his opinion. 
He especially opposed the proposition to re- 
linquish the Philippines. He made\no men- | 
tion of free silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 

As a result, it ‘remains for ex-Governor 
Altgeld to quietly fall in line and follow 
the cue’ of the Mayor, assenting to views 
with which he ig not in sympathy, or create 
a division in the local party ranks taking 
a different position. 


Plans Laid by Committee, 


When the State committee met last’ Thurs- 
day the passage of the resolution condemn- 
ing the peace jubilee was not the only end 
attained by the ex-Governor and his allies. 
On motion of Senator Mahoney, one of Mr. 
Altgeld’s lieutenants, it was decided to open 
the campaign at a meeting to be held at the 


committee, and Mr. Altgeld was to be the 
principal speaker. He was expected to de- 
fine the issues of the campaign and lay down 
the course for other speakers at future mee?- 
ings, both in and. outside of Cook County, to 
ig This program the Chicago Demo- 
crats viewed with no little alarm, as there 
was no knowing what plan of campaign 
might be mapped out for them. | 

Consequently Mayor Harrison's political 
friends were greatly rejoiced when at the 
Labor day picnic he cut loose and delivered 
a speech which was recognized on ali hands 
as the opening of the campaign, so far as 
Cook County and the Cook County Demo- 
cratic ticket are concerned. Mr. Altgeld 
may také different lines, so far as the State 
ticket is concerned, but local Democrats say 
they propose to fight through the campaign 
on the platform Harrison laid down 
for them. 

The Mayor devote his first few 
to getting in good humor with his listeners, 
as told elsewhere in THE TRIBUNE today, and 
then plunged into politics. He declared 
strongly in favor of territorial expansion, in 
which he takes issue with both Altgeld and 
Bryan, and hit Altgeld a hard rap »y de- 
nouncing the use of the word ‘** imperialism ” 
as defining the acquisition of more territory 
by this government.

* As to giving them back to Spain,” said 
the Mayor, ‘‘ I do not believe there is 2 man 
in this country in favor of that, unless he is 
a Spaniard,’ at which the crowd cheered 
‘Justily. 


Says These Are the Issues. 


The Mayor declared the living issue in 
this country to be the existence of trusts 
and combinations of capital and that op- 
position to these was the platform on which 
the Democratic party expected to make its 
next campaign. He dwelt long on this 
point and made it the main ~part of his 
speech. 

There were words of praise for the sailors 
and soldiers ‘who had taken part in the 
war and of condemnation for the manner 
in which some of the soldiers had been 
treated, but not a word about free silver or 
16 to 1. 

The speech was well received, and when 
the Mayor had finished it was plain on what 
issues the Chicago Democrats expect to 
fight the coming campaign. If Mr. Altgeld 
and the State committee wish to proceed 
along different lines, Mayor Harrison's 
friends say they are welcome to. 

“If the State committee will let us alone 
we will not quarrel with any course it may 
take,’’ was the remark one Cook County 
Democratic manager made after the Mayor's 
speech. 

Democratic managers were pleased at the 
offer of Attorney William Forrest to make 
speeches for them this fall. Mr. Forrest 
always was a Democrat, but bolted the 16 
to*l proposition two years ago.

PLAN TO-SUE VAN CLEAVE FAILS. 


Corporation Counsel Thornton Decides. 


the City Has No Action for 
License Tag Fees. | 


Mayor Harrison has had under considera- 
tion for some time the plan of compelling 
Insurance Commissioner J. R. B. Van Cleave 
to turn into the city treasury the fees cul- 
lected on license tags during his last term 
as City Clerk by suing the ex-Clerk and 
his bondsmen for the amount said to be dne 
the city under the ordinance. Yesterday, 
however, when Corporation Counsel Thorn- 
ton announced that he had reached the con- 
clusion that the city had no basis for ac- 
tion in the courts and that it would be uscless 
to begin proceedings for the recovery of the 
fees, which, according to estimates made by 
Controlier Wetherell, aggregated about 
$16,000 a year. 

During the-last days of the Swift régime 
Controller Wetherell made a demand on 
Van Cleave for the fees, which was refused, 
and the former, after consultation with the 
Mayor, decided to sue Van Cleave for the 
amount said to be due the city. Corporation
